During this period of time some exposure to different other 
intelligence services may have resulted from my official 
association with the foreign Military Attaches accredited 
in Estonia, and the forcing military dignitaries visiting 
Estonia. As a result or these contacts I was given diffe- 
rent foreign decorations and little presents. It is probable \ 
that in connection vrith that some traces concerning me have 
remained in. the files of those states.

Occasional little present 1 received from: the British 
Passport officer ( a cover used by the British Military 
Intelligence officer in Tallinn); the Japonese iiil. Attaches; 
the Mil. Attache of the Soviet Union. 

The official policy concerning these presents vas to accept 
and to forget them without causing any trouble to the donor. 

Other countries which had their !*;il. Attaches accredited in 
Estonia, and with whom I had official contart, a frequent one, 
or at least a little more than just protocol matters, were: 

a) Czechoslovakia; 

b) France;' 

c) Hungary; * 

d) Lithuania: 

e) Norway; 

f) The United States of America. 

1 had no direct contact to these personalities in the 
field of secret intelligence work , except with the British 
Passport Officer, who knew that I vas working on a work 
about the German forces. 

It so happened, that I met the Mil. Attache of Norway one*-- 
more / later, during Wl II, in Summer 1941, in Finland, in 
i ' '' voeds not too far from Helsinki. I vas there on a training i;r:' 

trip with my Estonian volunteers and a few Finnish helpers. 

How and why he happened to come into this area, is unknown 
to me. At that time he was a Captain and Military Attache 
in Finland. Later he vas a General, and Commander -in- Chief 
of the Norwegian Forces which fought Germany. 

2) The Soviet Union gained approach to all personnel fiLes of the Estonian 

Armed Forces in 1940. Thus, they have a full record of my raili' 
tary service in Estonia. 

June 1940: They showed their interest concerning me by offering me ,on 
24 June, to work as their clandestine agent. I refused, and 
as a result of this, the Estonian C-in-C, who at this time 
was already a puppet of the Soviets, was ordered to remove 
me from J2. Thereupon I fled the country, being helped by 
theAssistant Military and Kavy Attaches of Germany. This 
help was offered to me as soon as they heard from my supe- 
riors of the Soviet proposal and of ray refusal to cooperate 
with the latter in this, clandestine field. 

In 1930 the Soviets again showed their interest concerning me. 
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At that time they sent a former Estonian officer, one. of 
their secret agents, from East Berlin to West Germany, where 
he contacted an other former Estonian officer. The latter 
informed me that at this time the Soviets were interested 
in three former Estonian officers in ^.Germany, of whom I 
was one. I reported this case to the American and to the 
British security officers, and later, when already in con- 
tact with ray present employer, then also to my iminediat*-' 
superior of that time. 

3) 1940-1945: Work with the German Military Intelligence Service . 

In July' 40, as soon as I arrived in Berlin, I reported to the German 
Mil.Intell. Service, the "Abvcehr", which had helped .me to 
escape from the Corjimnists, from Estonia. Since then, and 
up to the end of WIT II, I remained in close contact with 
the "Abwehr 1", and this contact resulted in: 

1940-1941: Directed to work with the I.G.FAKBEK Industrie in Berlin. 

Simultaneousely , and between the work at I.G.Farben, I 
scanned the camps of ’’Returnees" from Estonia, with the 
purpose of finding agents-voLunteers for "Abwehr II" work 
in Estonia in case of a war with the Soviet Union. 

June 1941: Transfer from Berlin to Helsinki, Finland, to the "KOF*,’ 
the German riil.Intell. unit there. 

Sep 1941: Transfer from Helsinki to Tallinn, Estonia, upon my request, 
to the Estonian branch of KOF, "Abwehr Nebens telle Reval". 

Late 1943: Transfer to another Germ.kil.Intell. unit, the "FAK 102" 

J . in Estonia, with which I remained up to July 1944, when this 

unit was moved out of Estonia. 

Jul-fieg’44: Uo official connection, however friendly personal contact 
with the KOF, resulting in my family's second escape from 
Estonia before the Communists took Tallinn. 

Sep’ 44-May’ 45 : I joined the"FAK 166(h)',' on the basis of the old friend- 
ship since 1941, when this unit and I were subordinated to 
txUF • 

Jan 1945: I rejected an offer to join an Estonian unit of the German

Apr 1945: The ?Al. 166(h) helped r;.v family out of the Rostock area

4) 1941-1944: Contact with the Finnish i.il. Intelligence Service. 

All my work **ith tue Germans ir Finland, ras ir close con- 
tact and cooperation with the Finnish iiilitr.ry authorities. 
The Finns had all the in forma ticn concerning my service in 
the Estonia; - Armed Forces. I was listed as an Estonian vo- 
lunteer in the Radio Battalion of tie ‘Jen HQ of the Finnish 
Armed Forces.
